specialist in Casablanca. 


"The Standard Oil Com- 
pany provided officers in Spain 
and Switzerland to watch Axis 
oil shipments and helped plan 
the sabotage of Axis-operated 
petroleum fields in Romania. 

"Paramount Pictures pro- 
vided foreign currency for 
espionage operations in Finland 
and Sweden. 

"The Goldman, Sachs 
banking firm handled the 
payment of two million Algerian 
francs to resistance groups in 
North Africa.
